WILL OPEN MONDAY. 


Dr. Briggs’ Trial Pestpon as It Could 
Not Be Prepared foi To-Day. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., May 2 he trial of 
Prof. Briggs by the General | mbly upon 
the appeal from the Presbytery Of. New York, 
which was expected to begin this morning, 
has been postponed until Monday. The day 
was opened bya half-hour’s conference and 
prayer meeting tn New York Avenue Church, 
led by Rev. J. D. Hays of Kentucky. Several 


hundred commissioners took part in this 
service,and the galleries were well filled, 
nk se the weather was discouraging to 
the female portion of tha community, a rain 
falling at the hour of meeting. 

At 9:30 promptly Dr. Craig called the as- 
sembly to order and offered prayer. 

Rev. George D. Baker, Chairmanof the 
Judicial Committee, reported thatthe com- 
mittee has used all due diligence to comply 
with the instructions of the assembly to pre- 
pare the Briggs case for trialthis morning, 
but had been unabletodoso. He was ableto 
report, however, that an agreement had 
been signed by the parties to waive the read- 
ing of the record, which would save at least 
a full day. Reserving to themselves the 
right to read such portions as they may deem 
necessary in prosecuting the clergymen, the 
committee, he said, had torecommend that 
the trial of the case be postponed until Mon- 
day morning at 9:30and then be continued 
morning. afternoon and night until con- 
cluded. The report was received and the 
postponement until Monday agreed to, 

The postponement of the trial of Prof. 
Briggs until Monday is gaid to be largely due 
to the inability of the pasties to decide upon 
the amount of time they shall ask in which 
to present their case, Upon the trial the 
commissioners of the Presbytery of New 
York who were shut out of the debate on the 
question of the entertainment of the appeal 
willhave an opportunity to be heard in de- 
fense or explain the action of the borrd, So 
far, Prof. Brown sald this morning, there 
has been no consultation as to the time to be 
asked by the presbytery and he could not say 
—even guess—what the request would be. 

Dr. Baker, chairman ofthe Judicial Com- 
mittee, w hich has char ge ofthe preparation 

fthe case for the trial, said that no state- 

ent has been made to the committee by the 
parties and he could make no estimate of the 
time occupied by the trial. Col. McCook of 
the Prosecuting Committee said in response 
to a question on the subject that the commit- 
tee would probably ask four and a half 
hours to present its case. This would include 
the time used in readingg extracts from the 
record and toe time occupied by the commit- 
tee might be considerably less. Prof. 
hes made no statement yet of the time he 

wants. Untti the requests of the parties are 
received by the Judicial Committee it will be 
impossible to even approximate the time 
that the General Assembly will give to the 
trial of the case. 

The leading feature of the morning session 
was the bitter attack by Rev. A. Nelson Hol- 
lifleld of Newark, N. J., on the Episcopal 
Church. This was incidental to a discussion 
of the reporton ‘‘Church Unity.’’ Mr. Hol- 
lifield said the Episcopal Churcn was nothing 
more than a ‘‘back« door to Rome.’

HORRORS AT HAMBURG. 


Russians on Their Way to America Quar- 
tered in Filthy Barracks. 


NEw YorK, May 27.—Dr. William A. 
Wheeler, headof the Marine Hospital ser- 
vice of Ellis Island, who was recently 
Sent abroaa to inspect the seaports from 
whence large shipments of immigrants are 
likely to be made, wrote a letter to Im- 
migrant Commissioner Senner, which the 
latter received yesterday. Dr. Wheeler says 
he Bas visited Bremen and found it free of 
any contagious disease. The condition of 
Hamburg seems to occasion him some un- 


easiness, for he writes that there are large 
numbers of immigrants housed there in 
barracks, who come from Russia, 
Austria, Hungary and southern Europe, en 
route to America, and many of whom are ex- 
tremely filthy. The barracks in which these 
eople are confined pending medical exam. 
fn ation contain accommodation for 100 
people and are never empty. So far there is 
no disease epidemic in Hamburg, but Dr. 
Wheeler states that the ge ant are very un- 
easy, fearing a repetition of the bad timea 
yearago. There has not been a case of chol- 
era in Hamburg since March last.

A demand for $300 for services was met by a 
refusal, and after’ thveatened suit a com- 
promise was ees which Rev, Raston 
agreed to take S100 4 ati ft quits. 

Th congregation ratsed $15 and gaveit to 
him in part payment. They then concluded 
that was enough and thatthe pastor had nu 
case in law anyhow, so the payments 
ceased. 

The suit followed with the above result. 

The ex-pastor now says if they do not pay 
that judgment he will sell the church out. 


TWO WARHANTS DEMANDED. 


Attorneys Propcoseto Mandamus Assist- 
ant Prosecuting Attorney Estep. 


Attorney Bob BGoo0de will apply to 
the Circuit Court for a writ of 
mandamus to compel Assistant Prose- 
cuting Attorney Estep to issuea couple 
of warrants. Mr. Goode, accompanied by 
Attorney Dodge, called on Mr. Estep this 
morning and wanted to get a warrant 
againsta Franklin avenue business house for, 
selling goods on Sunday,the complaint being 
urged by business rivals. 

The other warrants was asked against 
Charles Walker of 4042 North Broadway, in 
whose case proceedings had already been 
taken. Attorney Dodge wanted the warrant 
against the Globe on a charge of selling 
goods on Sunday. Mr. Dodge was engaged by 
some rival Franklin avenue merchants 
to prosecute the Globe, and it is alleged in 
order to make a case bought some goods at 
the Globe ona Sunday. The Assistant Pros. 
ecuting Attorney would not issue the war- 
rant. 

In the otber case Mrs. Alice Shermann of 
223 Ferry street applied to Assistant Prose- 
cuting Attorney Estep some time ago fora 
warrant against Walker, charging 
that he made statements re- 
flecting on her character. Mr. 
Estep refused toissue the warrant and told 
Mrs. Sherman. to prosecute Walker in the 
Police Court. ‘She got a summons inthe 
Second District Police Court against Walker. 
When the case came to be tried Judge 
Paxson threw it out of court stating that it 
was a case to be tried in the Court of Crimi- 
nal Correction, which would necessitate the 
issuing of a warrant. This morning 
Mrs. Sherman, accompanied by Mr. Goode, 
applied to Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Estep again fora warrant, but he again re- 
fused. 

Attorneys Goode and Dodge then went into 
the Court of Criminal Correction 
and Mr. Goode wanted to 
swear to the information before 
Deputy Clerk William Kennefick, but Mr. 
Kennifick refused to allow him to do so with- 
out the Prosecuting Attorney’s signature. 
Mr. Goode claimed that under 
the law he was entitled to 
take such a course. The two attorneys 
consulted togather, and the result of which 
was that Mr. Dodge made another demand 
on Estep fora warrant, and was again re- 
fused. They then left the building, Mr. 
Goode saying that they were goingto prepare 
a writ of mandamusto be presented to the 
Circuit Court to compel Est ep to issue the 
warrants.

WANT MORE: HELP. 


World’s Fair Finances in Poor Shape 
and Guards Too Few. 


TWO COMPANIES OF SOLDIERS ORDEED 
TO THE GROUNDS FOR DUTY. 


Gen. Schofield Asks for an Additional 
Detail of Officers—Kansas Farmers on 
Ratlway Rates to Chicago—The Trouble 
Over Awards—Journalistic Congress 
Close at the World’s Fair City. 


WasHinoron, D. C,, May 27.—According to 
advices received yesterday from Gen. Scho- 
field, the World’s Fair officials are having a 
monkey and parrot time with the Exposition 
Guards. The General sent a most pleading 
telegramto Secretary Lamont for the detail 
of additional’ officers to assist in main- 
taining discipline and increasing the 
ef—¥ciency of. the guard. He says 
the presence of more officers is abso- 
lutely necessary for the protect'on of life 
and property. He regards the early detall 
ofascore or more of officers of the utmost 
importance. It was probably on the strength 
ofthis telegram that the Secretary ally 
approved the paper,which has been pending 
for some time, for the detail. of two com- 
panies ofthe 8d Infantry from Fort Snelling 
as an additional guard for the Exposition. 

The request for aditional officers has not 
been complied with yet. This is a matter 
that will be attended to by Secretary Lamont 
after his return from New York next week. 
The request was a surprise to him, as he had 
expected to be able torelieve several of the 
officers now on duty at Chicago in order that 
the regiments might have the benefit of their 
services. He assumes, however, that Gen. 
Schofield has good reason for his recommen- 
dation and Is aisposed to approve it. 

It has not actually appeared in black and 
white, but the War Department officials think 
they understand pretty well what is the true 
cause of the demand for assistance from the 
department. They feelthat the Exposition 
people are in financial distress and that the 
more Government forces are used the less 
drain there will be on the resources of the 
Exposition. ‘ | 

Another reason assigned for the presence ofr 
regular troops isthe fear of trouble from 
people on the outside who are protesting so 
bitterly against the closing of the grounds on 
Sunday. Itis reported thata quiet hint has 
been dropped to the War Department 
authorities to the effect that there is danger 
of the grounds being broken into by unruly 
mobs when the gates are found closed. 


RAILWAY ‘‘ROBBERY.’’ 

ABILENE, Kan., May 27.—Even the Alliance 
is takinga handin the rallway rates tothe 
World’s Fair. The Spring Hill Alliance 
passed resolutions, oearing that in view of 
the ‘‘extortionate robbery,’’ as the sturdy 
farmers put it, ofthe railways not a mein- 
berof the Alliance would go to Chicago. An 
effort is being made to have the County Alli- 
ance take the sameaction. Ridiculous as 
the action Is it indicates the feeling that pre- 
valls among the common people on the sub- 
ject. 


AN ELASTIC RULE. 

CHICAGO, May 27.—The one-man plan of 
making awards at the World’s Fair has re- 
celved what appears to be another severe 
back-set. John Boyd Thatcher, Chairman of 
the Committee on Awards, has nominated 


three men to act as Judges in a dairy contest, 
thus, it ls claimed, breaking the rules. Mr. 
Thatcher explains, however, that the noml- 
nation of the three dairy judges only demon- 
strates the elasticity of the regulations and 
that the appointment of more than one judge 
is permitted when found necessary or 
desirable.

EDITORS IN CONFERENCE, 


Religious, Trade and Women Journalists 
Talk Shop in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, lll., May 27.—Religious editors, 
trade editors and women editors had the 
closing day of the Press Congress all to 
themselves. In the religious branch of the 
congress this morning the speakers included 
tevs. H. 8S. Bridgeman of Boston, W. I. 
Richardson of Richmond, Va., B. Young of 
St. Louls and Adjutant Winchell of the Sal- 


vation Army. They discussed the historic 
deveiopment of religious newspapers, the 
possibility of the success of religious daily 
papers from a counting-roonrand circulation 
— of view, and the influence of the re- 
igious press ‘in suppressing Vile lterature. 
Susan B. Anthony spoke about the influence 
of the denominational press on the world. 

The woman’s braneh;held a separate meset- 
ing while the religious editors were talking, 
and talked about all-round newspaper work, 
the poetry of the daily press, and exorcised 
the autocrats of the biue pencil. Those who 
spoke on these topics included Mary Temple 
Bayard of Pennsylvania, Janet Jennings of 
Washington and Mrs. Brodhead of Wisconsin, 
A very interesting story of the share taken 
by womenin conducting daily and weekly 
newspapers in Austria was told by Mrs. Rosa 
Sonnenschien, and Mrs. French Sheldon, the 
intrepid African explorer, dilated upon the 
educational value of illustrated newspapers. 

To-morrow what is left of tho visiting 
editors of all creeds and classes will join tna 
mass religious service at which the doings of 
the week and the outlook will be summarized 
and reviewed. 

Next week the World’s Congress of medl- 
cine and surgery will be inaugurated, and 
eminent practitioners from various parts of 
the country are already arriving in large 
numbers.

ALMOST COMPLETE PROSTRATION OF 
BUSINESS IN FOSTORIA.

**Thanks for your offer ofspace. My pres- 
ent mental distress precludes acceptance of 
your kind offer to any extent. My failure 
Simply illustrates the great folly of permit- 
ting one’s self to be in debt beyond the reach 
of reasonably quick assets for relief when the 
hour of difficulty arrives. When people 
are in such condition, and the stability of ex- 
isting financial conditions is shaky, the result 
is inability to borrow, suspensien and fallure. 
Basiness is largely done with borrowed 
money. Confidence is the mainstay of 
sound financial policy. The natural impulse 
of banks In such times is to strengthen them- 
Selves against some possible and unusual 
strain, 

Then comes inability to borrow, decline in 
prices, suspension and bank ruptures follow. 
The country is possessed of enormous re- 
sources which are at the command of the 
Government, and should act in tie most 
conservative way that will satisfy the coun- 
try.

Inthe hilly country, of which 
they are natives, they thrive on the coarse, 
scanty mountain herbage, acquiring a power 
of endurance that will enable them to travel 
thirty to forty miles a day, carrying a weight 
of 275 pounds, The value of a pony differs in 
accordance with its quality. They are quite 
asexpensive as horses, the average speci- 
men costing from $150 to $175. <A pair 
ef white ponies recentiy sold for $1,000.

‘How often this expression 
ig heard in the hot summer months of June, 
July and August, Nearly every housein St. 
Louis hasa baby init. The baby may be past 
the period when it suffers from cholera iIn- 
fantum and teething; it may be a child of 12 
years old, yetthe baby of the family is pet 
of the family, and when baby is sick the 
household is disorganized. There is no 
neighborheod in Sst, Louls or any other 
large city but has dozens of sick babies 
inthesummer time, Who has not seen poor 
Mrs. Jones carrying baby on a pillow for 
hours at a time, while the little one cried pit- 
ifully? Who has not seen alight burning in 
the front room up stairs all night and’ seen a 
pale-taced woman rocking 4 cradle with her 
foot and fanning a mite of humanity until the 
air cooled off and baby dozed away for a few 
hours in the cool of the morning. 

These scenes are pientiful in well-to-do 
neighborhoods where the head of the house 
keeps a girl and they Have fruit 
in season; where baby has a 
good olg-fashioned family physician who 
doctored its mother, who comes twice a day 
and looks after it as though it. was one of his 
own. Still baby is sick and when the child 
becomes too sick and its life is despaired of 
the family can generally raise money 
enough to send the mother and child to the 
country for a few weeks when so ordered by 
the doctor. Herethe child smells the mead- 
ows and the fresh breeze at night elther from 
some lake or other body of water give it 
strength. The fresh, pure milk—country 
milk, not milkman’s milk, with chalk and 
chemicals in it, but the good, old, genuine 
article is given the little sufferers. In a few 
weeks the child returns and the neighbors all 
say ‘‘Why Mrs. Smith, your baby Is looking 
splendid, I didn’t think swe’a live, she was 
sothin. Mrs. Jones’ baby died. The doctor 
told her to go to the country but her husband 
was out of work and she didn’t have the 
money.’’ 

This lot of baby seems hard enough but the 
baby borninthe disease-breading tenement 
district has a harder one, no country alr, no 
fresh mlik, nothing to recuperate Its strength 
when it beginstomend. it isfor these ba- 
bies that the Post-Disratcu is taking up 
its collection. It is these children 
that the people should send to 
Piasa Bluffs, where they can stay while cutt- 
ing teeth, where the cholera infantum will 
have no chance against pure country air and 
fresh milk and where nursing mothers can 
recuperate their lost strength.

TEA HOARDED LIKE GOLD. 


Thibetans fell Their Children for It to 
Priests Who Control the Trade. 


comes in the shape of bricks, which have a 
untform Weight of five pounds, measuring 
nine inches in length by six inches in width 
and three inches in thickness, says a writer 
inthe Philadelphia Times. The tea of which 
they are composed is not the plant to which 
we are accustomed. It is obtained from a 

large and woody shrub. The small twigs 

and leaves are steamed, the sticks being 

dried and ground to powder, Tie stuff 

thus prepared is mixed with a little rice- 

water to make it sticky and is then rammed 
into a mold by means of a wooden stick shod 
withiron. Such tea would be considered too 
poor for use in China proper, where all of it 
is manufactured, and whence it is exported 

for consumption by the iznorant dwellers on 

the frontiers. The Thibetans cannot geet 

along without tea, It ivsaid that they even 

sell their children for it to their grasping 

priests, whocontrol the trade and hoard the 

bricks like gold in the monasteries. 

These tea bricks have circulate as 

currency at a fixed value in Mongolia 

and Thibet, but in the latter country 

they have recently become to some extent 

demonetized owing to the-introduction of 
rupees from India. Until lately a brick of 

tea was worth one rupee. The monks of the 

Ratanhg monastery in Thibet, hAving hoarded 

greattreasure in the sif&Ape of tea bricks, 

have found itimpossibleto dispose of them 4 
at par. Thibet is a province subjectto China 

and a part ofthe empire. Chinese diplomatic 

Officials make a practice of smuggiing tea 

into Thibet in the guise aed ae thus en- 

riching themseives grea The Thibetans 

say: ‘*‘They come into our country without 

trousersand they depart with a thousand 

loaded yaks.’’ 

The Thibetan teapot is a churn, like an 
Ordinary butter churn. They take a small 
portion froma brick, poundit in a mortar, 
make an infusion, strainit and pour it into 
the churn, addinga little salt. A lump of 
butter is thrown in and the mixture is 
churned for awhile. Then it is ready to 
drink. The result is described as resembling 
weak tea and milk, withthe sugar and tea 
left out. If they cannot get tea these people 
use oak bark, roast barley or peas, wild mul- 
berry leaves or even chips of wood—anything 
to give the beverage color. After taking his 
tea the drinker puts a pinch of parched bar- 
ley into hiscup, works it up with the leaves 
and dregs that remain and eats it. Tea 
leaves, mixed with parched barley so as to 
form boluses, are given to tired horses to 
brace them 1 Throughout all that region 
an infusion of tea is employed as a wash for 
weak eyes.

The failure of ex-Secretary Charles Fos- 
ter was brought about by business methods 
which he and his party for years sought to 
impose upon the country as a national 
policy, their efforts culminating during 
President Harrison’s Administration. 

This policy consists in a high-pressure 
forcing system of lavish expenditures, the 
creation of boundless obligations and the 
anticipation of the resources of the future 
by acredit system pushed to a foolish, 
sometimes criminal extreme. To this 
policy the Republican party commit- 
ted the country in its pension 
Jegislation and extravagant bounty 
system and the farming out of the taxing 
power to private individuals and corpora- 
tions, which practically operated as a 
mortgage upon the productive energies of 
the country. The financial difficulties in 
which the Treasury is now plunged are 
traceable directly to this haphazard and 
riotous policy. Sound common sense 
is discarded in this programme. Only 
hope and ‘‘excessive optimism’’ occupied 
the minds of the individuals who fastened 
this vicious system upon us. 

Little or no intelligence is needed té 
frame such a programme and act upon it. 
But to reform or abolish it and to save the 
country from the disasters which naturally 
flow from such a violation of the canons of 
good judgment requires all the resources 
of the wisest and most experienced 
minds.

Stone has offered for the capture of 
the Pacific train robber will be withdrawn 
and that all efforts to catch him will cease. 
Much as we should like to look upon the 
face of this lone highwayman whose nerve, 
triumphing over the weakness of the flesh, 
has made him one of the greatest of Ameri- 
can humorists, we are willing to repress 
that desire in order that the charming 
story of his desperate deed may be pre- 
served unmarred by the petty details ofa 
trial in court. 

We ask this not onlyin behalf of the 
robber, but of the distinguished gentlemen 
whose wisdom and patriotism saved the 
State fromthe humiliating spectacle ofa 
poor, one-gallused victim of feverand ague 
being kept from getting afew dollars to 
keep himself and probably a destitute fam- 
ily in sufficient whisky and quinine to 
ward off for a season the deadly effects of 
the malarial vapors of the Missouri bot- 
toms. 

Where can one find a picture in which 
humor, pathos and heroism are more 
charmingly blended than that presented 
by this lean, lantern-jawed cracker-jack 
with one gallus and shrunken jeans pants, 
shaken by chills, racked by fever and 
dragged down by the weight of a torpid 
liver, defying the majesty of the State, a 
railroad detective and the crew and pass- 
engers of a train and staggering away 
under a little sack of cheap silver money?

Ifitisa mere question of the duty of the 
executive branch to enforce law,why are not 
those laws enforced which are aimed at the 
abuses of wealth and corporate power? Why 
are not the Pacific railroad companies com- 
pelled to pay their dedtstotheir country? 
Why are land grabbers left in possession of 
their plunder? Above all, why should not 
the Administration’s conscientious scruples 
find expression in the enforcement of the 
law against trusts and other combinations 
forthe robbery and oppression of the peo- 
ple? That statute has been longer in force 
than the Geary law. It has the sanction of 
overwhelming popular approval, and in 
passing it Congress provided adequate 
means for its enforcement as it did not in 
enacting the Geary law. 

This lawis aimedat the wrong-doing of 
wealth and power. The Geary law is directed 
against a defenseless people, unarmed even 
with the ballot. Is this great Government to 
add cowardice tocruelty by alertly carrying 
eut the statute of persecution, while s0 
Strangely neglecting to enforce the law 
against the conspiracies of wealth and the 
extortions of corporate monopoly? For even 
while the Government is considering its 
means ofenforcing the statute of deporta- 
tion, the business of the country is shaken by 
fresh revelations of trust frauds, committed 
by menwhose unlawful conspiracies have 
been openly exploited for months and years, 
and against whose crimes no serious attempt 
has ever been made, either by the last Ad- 
ministration or by this one, to set the law in 
effective operation.

When Speaker Townsend said reports of 
committees were in order, the Committee 
on Elections and Registration announced 
itself ready with its report on the contested 
election cases which had been referred to 
ite members.

Martin of the 
Seventeenth Ward be unseated and that John 
Ball and James Eagan be declared entitled to 
the seats. 

This was a bombshell in the Republican 


ranks, who sized up the situation ‘at once |" 


and saw that they were in the lurch 
unless the report could be laid over to 
another session, Mr. Lehman moved that 
it lay over for one week—giving asa reason 
that it required a majority ofthe members- 
elect to unseat a delegate. Mr. O’Brien and 
Mr. Dacey of the committee did not agree 
with Mr. Lehmanand urged immediate ac- 
tion on the report. 

A vote was taken which resulted in Mr. 
Lehman’s motion being rejected bya vote 
of 14 to 12, 

A vote wastaken on the part of the report 
which was adopted by this same vote, all the 
14 Democrats voting in the affirmative and 
the 12 Republicans in the negative. 

The committee then made a further report 
recommending that the contests of J. K. 
Murrell, Republican, against Thomas Kin- 
navey, Democrat, in the Nineteenth Ward, 
and Jeremiah Coakley against Mathew Ryan. 
ee Democrats of the Twenty-fifth Ward, be 


This was adopted by the same vote. 

Mr. Hagerty then offered a resolution which 
was adopted, that the action of the House.be 
certified to the City Register and the Demo- 
crats settled themselves back in their seats 
and smiled at the good work done. 
They expected the Republican members 
to Jump the House and leave them without a 
quorum until they could bring in the ab- 
sentees, but this was not done, and they con- 
sidered ‘themselves lucky. 

The Republicans claim, however, that the 
action of the Democrats will not hold, and 
put their faith in an opinion of ex-City Coun- 
selor Leverett Bell, The facts in this con- 
nection are as follows: 

In the contested election case of A. C. L. 
tHaase against John A. Wolflnger, which was 
referred tothe Committee on Elections and 
Registration of the House of Delegates in 
April, 1881, the question was raised 
whether the House of Delegates had any 
legai authority to try and determine election 
contests. An opinion was asked of City 
Counselor Bell on thesubject and he held 
that the case must fail for want of legisla- 
tionasno remedy is at present provided by 
law. He stated that the city charter pruvided 
in sec. 8 of art. 8 that each house 
should be the sole judge of the qualifications, 
election and return ofits members, but no 
provision exists, either in the charter or in 
the ordinances of the city, prescribing the 
manner of trying and determining a con- 
tested election before the House or the 
Council and there is no State legisiation 
bearing on the subject. 

The ordinances which formerly governed 
these maiters have all been repealed and 
there is n° law prescribing the mode of pro- 
tag or by the House orits committee upon 
the trial and determination of a contested 
election. 

Itis manifestly impossible to try a con- 
tested election if access to the ballots is de- 
nied and no law exists governing the manner 
of proceeding. If a contest is urged on 
the ground that.the member whose seat 
is contested is disqualified this furnishes 
no ground for seating the contestant, 
and the fact thatthe one holding the certifi- 
cate has been sworn in ts prima facie evi- 
dence that he possesses the qualifications 
specified in the charter. Mr. Bell advised that 
the contested cases be indefinitely postponed, 
and this was done. Basing their opinion 
on this the Republicans hold that the City 
Register will not qualify Messrs, Ball and 
Eagan as they can present no certificates of 
election from the Recorder of Voters. 

City Register Pocock’s attention was called 
to it this morning and he at once 
went to Mayor Walbridge’s office and re- 
quested him to obtain an opinion fromthe 
City Counselor on the subject. 

The Mayor consented to do this, and until 
Mr. Pocock !s fortified by this opinion he will 
take no action. Mr. James Eagan, the 
member from the Seventeenth Ward who 
proposes totake Mr. Martin’s seat, said this 
morning that he could qualify before a Jus- 
tice of the Peace, as provided in the charter 
for all city officers. 

f the Democratic tactics are successful 
Messrs. Kelly and Martin will take their cases 
into the Circuit Court.

The sixth section says that it shail bethe duty of 
the Judge to *‘erder his deport ation from the United 
States as hereiabefore provided, ’’ 

Examination of the prior sections of the act, how- 
ever, discloses ao provisions for such depertacion. 
The most I can do, therefore, is to order his de- 
portation whenever provision shall be made for the 
same by the prepat authority, presumably by Con- 
gress, though some other act, to which my attention 
has not been called, may contain sufficient provision 
for this, in which case no further legislation weull 
be made. 

I find no provision authorizing the United States 
Judge in such cases to order the person found with- 
outcertificate tobe imprisoned for an indefinite 
time while awaitiag deportation, and, therefore, 
shall discharge him from immediate custody. This 
order will presumably be sufficient warrant for his 
future removal when some proper officer appears 
charged withihe duty and clothed with the author- 
ity so to remove him. 

The sixth section of the exclusion actf, 
which refers especially to the deportation of 
Chinamen who have no certificates, contains 
at the end of the first paragraph the follow- 
ing, referring toa Chinaman under arrest: 

Shall! be taken before a United States Judge whose 
dutyeit shall be to order that he be deported 
United States as herein before provided, uniess he 
shall establish clearly to the satisfaction of said 
Judge that by reason of accident, sickness or other 
unavoidable cause he has been unable to procure his 
certificate, andto the satisfaction of the court and 
by at least one credible white witness, that he was a 
resident of the United States at the time of the pass- 
age of this act; andif upon the hearing itshali ap- 
pear that heisso entitled toa certificate it shall be 
granted upon his paying the costs. 

Inthis paragraph is contained the con- 
junction ‘‘and,’’ and preceding the words 
**by at least one credible white witness,’’ to 
which reference is made by the Judgein his 
decision. The main point tin bringing the 
Ly Look case was to determine whether it 
was possible to hold Chinamen arrested 
under the act in prison.

POISONED STRAWBERRIES. 


Brooklyn Fashionab‘es Ate Them and 


Are Nigh Unto Death. 

New YorK, May 27.—The aristocratic 
neighborhood of Clinton and Union streets, 
South Brooklyn, is excited over a mysterious 
wholesale potsoning case which may possibly 
result in the death of several persons, 


Strange to say the matter has been kept so 
secret thatit wasnot until last night that 
anything was learned of it. 

Among those whom the physicians are do- 
ing ail possible to save from death are WiIil- 
lam Gokey. Mrs. Gokey and John Webster. 
Several consuitations of physicions have 
been held in relationto the condition of the 
Gokeys, but last night the doctors pro- 
nounced their cases most serious and could 
not determine what the outcome would be. 

The Gokeys, as weil as the others, who are 
now suffering from what the doctors diag- 
nose as poisoning, while living in private 
houses, took their meals at a fashionable 
boarding house kept by Mrs. McKinley, who 
has a large number of table boarders, in- 
cluding many of the most fashionable people 
in the neighborhood. 

The Gokey’s and Mr. Webster were among 
those who dined at the McKinley house on 
Sunday evening last. On retiring to bed on 
Sunday night Mr. Gokey complained of feel- 
ing llland grew so much worsethat piysic- 
ians were hastily summoned to the house. 
Mrs. Gokey was also taken I1ll as well as their 
little nephew, who had been paying thema 
visit and also dinedat the McKinley house. 
Then Mr. Webster fell ili, as well as several 
others, and hurried calls were sent out in all 
directions for physicians. Thirteen persons 
in all were taken illand they are not yet out 
of danger. : 

The prevalent opinion among the doctors, 
asexpressed by the friends of the sick last 
night,seem to be that the polising was caused 
by the strawberries, which it appears all the 
sufferers had eaten at the McKinley house on 
Sunday atdinner.

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AN INSTANCE WHERE THE MOTE AND 
NOT THE BEAM IS SEEN. 


While the Bookmakers Complain of the 
Horse Owners the Public Recalls a 
Few Grievances Against the Pencil- 
lers—The Base Ball World—Athletics— 
The Ring—Sporting Notes, 


The bookmakers doing business at the Fair 
Grounds seem to be affected with a ‘trong 
case of nerves. The fear thatsome of the 
long shots that are winning so comistently 
will some day receive hearty backing at the 
hands ofthe public has thrown them intoa 
really pitiable state of trepidation which is 
not assuaged by the reflection that unsup- 
ported outsiders have been winning straight 
along for a fortnight past to the great grief 
of the talent and incidentally large 
profit to thentselves. They indulged 
in an indignation meeting at the 
Southern Hotel last night whereat they de- 
nounced in strong language the in and out 
running of the horses belonging to Johnny 
McCafferty, Fred Fosterand John Wall, the 
owner of Geraldine. No remarks were made 
abous the inconsistent performances of the 
Santa Anita horses on whom a barrel of the 
public’s money has been burnt up since the 
meeting opened. 

It would have been more seasonable had 
the pencillers held their conclave on an 
evening not following the day on which only 
one favorite scored. It would have been 
better had the meeting not been held at 
all or, at least, not been made public. If the 
pencilers cry out against the horse owners 
to whom shall the public appeal against the 
bookmakers. There may be some ground for 
complaint about the glaring inconsistency of 
some perf: rmers atthe track, but the com- 

laint sbould come from the public, who 

ack the in-and-outers,.not from the penclil- 
ers,who are really the gainers thereby. Take 
McOafferty’s horses, by way of example, 
over which such a tremendous howl has 
been made by the bookmakers. When has 
Volunteer II., Wedgefield (who has since 
changed owners), Bo Peep or Hugh Penny 
gone to the post that they were not made 
either favorites or close second choices 
by the pencilers. Every time the horses 
colored they were heartily backed by the 
public, whose money went into the slate- 
makers’ coffers. Bo Peep wona race when 
favorite. Tom Harding came first when4 to 
1 and Belfast won at ito 2. He was 
credited with as much 
as . on latter trace 
and the bookies set upan awful howl. Three 
thousand dollars divided up among thirty 
bookmakers would amount to an average 
loss of $100 apiece. 

The bookies must be trying to throw dust 
in the eyes of the public. 

Now as to the public’s position towards the 
bookmakers. The gentlemen who are mak- 
ing slates atthe Fair Grounds this season 
will leave behind them the reputation of 
being the tightest set of pencilers that ever 
did business in a localring. They are worse 
than they were last season, when they were 
so ridiculously close that they ‘frightened off 

of horse owners, who 
their animals to 
it was impossible 
to get anything lke reasonable odds 
against theirhorses, There are turfmen on 
the Western circuit this season who would 
have been glad to pay a visit to St. Louis, but 
preferred to run their animals at Lexington, 
Louisville and Latonia, where they would 
not have to go up against a 200 per cent game 
in the betting ring. 

The story of nearly every race run atthe 
present meeting willshow two horses run- 
ningas equal favorites, with one or two 
second choices close up. These are little 
matters that force themselves on the public’s 
consideration whenthe bookmakers cry for 
mercy against foxy owners and strong 
arimed jockeys. 

If the bookies do not like the way some sta- 
bles are running, all they have to do isto 
leave them outinthe betting or make them 
1tol0 shots. This will protect the public if 
it needs protection, and teach a salutary les- 
son to the owners if the lesson is called for.
